Further, there are methods of referring radio and TV columns on the newspapers and 
magazines, and also the £QP - EPG described above. In this case, the viewer detects the 
names Of the performers from the 5GP -EPG and so on, and manually inputs these names to a 
program information list search function, thereby displaying the related programs.

Accordingly, the scenario information in this case mdteatiORS -indicates the contents (names of 
the figures appeared, a place name and so on) of the program that is scheduled to be broadcast 
after each specified time has elapsed since the program scenario data were received. This 
category of scenario information can describe, for instance, "an actor (or actress) X will appear 
after T seconds from now".
